The  century  closed  with  a  verv  impimam  event  in  the 
life  of  (Jitren's.  Sir  Saudforil  FlemiUK.  now  in  his 
seventh  CHusectiltve  term  of  office  as  Chancellor  of  the 
I  ntversitv.  ha.l  in  the  spriiiK  „f  1  mil  appealeil  for  a  grant 
for  the  piiriK.se  ..f  ereetin^-  a  new  Arts  builditIR,  poiming 
out  that  the  increasiuE  uumher  of  stuileuts  made  aildition- 
al  accommoilatiou  an  ahsolme  necessitv,  ttuless  future  ap- 
plicants were  to  he  tiirue.l  awav.  This  ap,)eal.  the  first 
that  had  been  made  to  the  City  of  Kinffstou  as  a  mtiuici- 
paltty.  met  with  Kenerous  response.  I  It,  the  IClh  of  I  Icto- 
bcr.  innn,  the  city  of  KiuKslon  passed  a  hvlaw  voting 
».m,Oilil  to  ihe  rniversity  for  another  IntildiiiK.  Ac  only 
case  on  record  where  a  Canadian  cite  has  Knitiled  a  bonus 
for  university  pnri»jse5.  This  bonus  was  soon  followed 
bv  a  liovcriunent  grant  to  the  School  of  .Miiiiiij;.  thus  iii- 
dinxtly  aiding  Uiieeus  liy  broadening  the  basis  of  the 
School  of  .Mining,  s,,  that  scientitic  departments  at  present 
connected  with  (Jiiwirs  might  he  attached  to  the  School. 
It  was  decided  to  liuil.l  ilirec  buildings,  one  for  .\ns.  .me 
for  Applie.1  Science,  an.l  one  f.ir  .Mining. 

The  last  of  ihesc  bull. lings,  that  for  .\i)plieil  Science 
is  now  c.mplete.l.  and  will  be  this  winter  in  use.  1  Irani 
Hall,  which  is  lieing  erecti.l  In  the  gra.lnates  anil  stu- 
.lents,  in  iiiemor,  of  their  inucli-l.ive.1  l'rinci|ial.  will 
shortly  complete  the  group,  until  the  generositv  of  some 
nnkiiown  friend  or  friends  shall  hll  the  vacant  space  left 


for  the  purpose  Intwc^en  the  two  Arts  buildings  with  a 
new  Library. 

Xor  is  it  only  in  the  wi.lcning  of  her  curriculum  that 
the  e.xpansive  |»wer  of  OniTn's  has  been  shown.  Owing 
her  lieginuing,  as  she  ri-members  with  gratitude,  in  great 
part  to  the  Presbyterian  Church,  she  has  never  been  in 
any  sense  sectarian,  and  has  long  ceased  to  deserve  the 
title  of  a  denominational  university,  except  in  her  thts>l..gi- 
cal  course'.  I'rom  the  first  her  il(»>rs  have  been  open  to 
and  freely  entered  by  students  of  all  denominations.  She 
counts  among  her  children  .\nglicans,  Presbyterians,  Ro- 
man Catholics,  llaiitists.  .Methoilists,  ami  Congregational- 
ists.  coming  from  lauds  as  widely  separated  as  Japan, 
New  Zealand,  Persia,  lamaica,  India  and  the  Barliadoes, 
iK-si.les  all  parts  of  Canada  and  the  Cnited  States. 

The  iiumlKT  of  students  attending  classes  is  not  an  un- 
failing test  of  the  worth  and  prosperity  of  a  universitv, 
but  the  steady  iiicrea.se  iti  past  years  is  certainly  an  index 
to  the  public  appreciation  of  the  advantages  that  CJueeus 
can  olfer  for  higher  c.lncatioii.  The  number  of*under- 
gra.luates  in  altenilance  last  year,  after  allowing  for 
double  regi.slrarioii  in  two  faculties,  was  H.'.3.  as  compared 
with  ,sii.-,  in  luill.  and  ;-j;  in  IlllKI.  I  If  these  tio  iiicou- 
siderahle  iK.nioii  were  w.rtiieu.  The  teaching  staff  at 
present  consists  of  forty-five  professors  and  lecturers,  and 
upwarils  of  twenty  tutors.  The  following  faculties  are 
now  included  in  the  Cniversity :  .\rts.  Theology,  I.aw, 
Medicine,  an.l  .\pplied  Science,  ihe  studies  in  these  classes 
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and  sclf-rcslraint,  which  arc  imprcssi-il  iiixjii  them  (liiriiiR 
their  college  life,  staii.l  tliem  in  (-.i..,!  stea.l.  wlieii  called 
to  leave  the  riiiversitv  and  begin  their  li(c-»ork, 

rrinci|>al  (irant  died  on  May  tilth.  IWia,  having  just 
completeil  his  twentv-lifth  ic-ar  at  IJiieen'!..  His  vv.irk 
onlv  enileil  with  his  life.  lie  ivatchiil  the  new  hiiildinRs 
RoinK  lip  which  he  was  not  to  see  completed,  and  planned 
for  the  extension  to  come  when  they  shonld  Ije  ojiened. 
His  work  has  fallen  int.i  the  hands  of  his  old  friend,  Dr. 
D.  .\I.  C-nloii,  and  those  moat  dee|)lv  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  Oueens  feel  satisfied  that  the  projects  .so  dear 
to  the  heart  of  the  late  Principal,  will  Ik-  steadily  further- 
ed by  his  successor, 

.^neh  is  in  brief  the  past  historv  of  Queen's.  ( )n  the 
lUth  of  Dctober,  111111.  the  sixtieth"  year  of  the  life  of  the 
L'niversity.  since  the  passing  of  her  Royal  Charter,  was 
completed.  I  Inly  those  who  have  borne  the  burden  and 
heat  of  the  day  know  what  it  has  cost  to  place  her  where 
she  stands  now.  the  courage,  the  self-denial,  the  wisdom, 
above  all.  the  faith,  that  was  necessary  to  surmount  all 
the  difficnllie,  in  the  way.  These  difficulties  have  to  a 
large  extent  disappeared.  Her  financial  condition,  while 
still  not  adeipiate  en  ■  ,n  to  meet  all  the  ret|uirenients  of 
the  work  that  the  l'niversity  desires  to  do.  is  sufficient  to 
ensure  her  |>ermanent  stability  anil  to  jnstifv  the  desire 
for  expansion  which  each  year  causes  her  to  lengthen  her 
cords  an.l  slreiiKllien  her  stakes.  Her  path,  as  in  the 
earl.v  days,  must  still  be  compass,  •  l,y  anxietv.     .\s  the 


I-  niversity  increases  in  size,  in  importance  and  in  in- 
fluence, each  step  taken  towards  fuller  development  as- 
sumes greater  significance  ami  ilemands  the  most  careful 
consideration,  l-'rcsh  needs  and  requirements  are  con- 
tinually arising  in  the  present,  as  thev  have  ,loue  in  the 
past,  but  these  increasing  neetis  are  a  sign  of  life  and 
growth,  the  cessation  of  which  in  the  present  state  of  Can- 
ada would  indicate  a  loss  of  vitality  in  the  L'niversity. 
IJueen's  is  not  now.  and  probably  never  will  be,  in  the 
liosition  of  the  long-established  and  richlv  endoweil  I'ni- 
versities  ,if  the  .Mother  Und.  Tlie  cduntrv  itself  is 
young,  with  the  growing  antl  developing  needs  of  vouth 
and  a  university  that  is  doing  its  legitimate  work  will  keep 
in  touch  with  its  demands,  will  develop  and  expand  to 
su|)ply  them,  and  will  seek  to  foster  the  intellectual  life 
that  is  .vearly  l>ecoming  more  essential,  if  Canaila  is  to 
take  her  place  among  the  older  nations. 

This  is  the  work  that  (Jneens  is  seeking  to  do,  with 
what  measure  of  success  is  best  known  bv  those  who  have 
passed  through  their  college  training  within  her  walls, 
an.l  who.  one  and  all.  leave  them  filled  with  a  spirit  of 
zeal  and  lo.valty  for  their  .Mma  -Mater,  which  shows  itself 
m  after  life  in  the  strong  esprit  de  corps  for  which 
Queen's  is  proverbial,  and  in  self-denving  and  strenuous 
efl'orts  on  her  k-half.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  amount 
of  work  that  has  Ix-en  done  and  is  slill  being  done  for  her 
students,  .\t  the  time  of  the  s])ecial  effort  made  in  1887 
to  establish  the  (Jneen's  Jubilee  Kndowment  Fund,  $i;,lMO 
were  voluntarily  contributed  by  the  students,  and  at  the 
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
